Definite withdrawal for the present 
session at least, of the Act to Consoli- 
date the Supplementary Revenue Act, 
by which the tax of two mills on the 
dollar on every parcel of land in both

be set up and a start made on organ-

At the meeting on Monday the Pre- 
mier lent a sympathetic ear to the 
delegation and said that if the goy 
ernment’s program of legislative re 
form could be proceeded with with 
out the amendments under review he- 
ing called upon, he would bring the 
matter to the cabinet's attention and 
if possible hold them over
